DISCRIMINATION, 


Rates On Whisky to 
Louisiana and 
Texas. 


Eighty Cents On Dry Goods 
From New York to 
Arkansas. 


— — — — 


Missouri Merchants Who 
Wish to Trade Here, 
but Cannot. 


“Half Our Business Will Go to Kansas 
City and Chicago This Year" — 
Grievances of Traveling Salesmen 
—Short-Sighted Policy of Some St. 
Louis Merchants, 


I have nothing to complain of,” said the repre- 
sentative of one of the largest houses in the city 
when approached on the subject of freight discrim- 
ination. “I usually get what rates I please. My 
rebate account every month mounts up to $3,000." 

“But do you appreciate that you cannot do the 
entire business of the city in your line and that 
when the genera! trade of St. Louis is cut off from a 
certain territory by discrimination in rates the 
whole city must suffer and your trade reap an indi- 
rect injury? Do you know that where a man with 
a general store purchases three lines of goods he will 
usually purchase the fourth? And, lastly, do you 
know the injury that an adverse tariff does, what 
ever rebates may be given?" 

“No, I do not have time to think 
of these things. As long as my business is heavy 
and increasing as it now is I am satisfied with 
freight arrangements.” 

How long will his business increase? Perhaps 
for a year—perhaps two years. Then he will find 
some mysterious influence has stolen part of his 
trade away. and that while his thoughts have been 
away off m Kansas and Colorado and Nebraska, 
some one has stolen into his own territory and is 
selling goods not thirty miles from his own store, 
and underselling him, too. The selfishness that 
confines a man's thoughts to the narrow limits of 
his own trade is short-sigsted. A merchant may 
build up an enormous trade; he may manipulate 
rates to suit himself, but as long as he sanctions the 
actions of the railroads in establishing an exorbi- 
tant tariff because he, who can afford to dictate, 
gets a special rate, he is choking 
off the general trade of the city, 
and with the decadence of the city’s trade his owg 
is bound to suffer. 

“I have never had a rate yes that I was not will- 
ing every one should share with me,“ said a promt 
nent cotton factor a few days since. “I tell those 
railroad men, if you wantto make arate for me 
you must make the same rate for all of us.“ 

What is the result? The Cotton Exchange ap- 
points a committee to confer with the railroads 
regarding rates, and those rates areshared by 
large and small receivers alike, The hardware 
man, though, or the dry goods man or the boot 
and shoe man gets a “special rate“ from the rail- 
roads, and each one of them thinks he has gotten 
the advantage of his neighbor by justso much. 
Meanwhile, the country merchant who can per- 
haps buy his beots and shoes 
in St. Louis finds that on 
other lines of goods he can purchase to better 
advantage somewhereelsa. The result is that he 
goes where he can buy three lines of goods at bet- 
ter prices and takes his chances on the fowth. He 
cannot afford to travel all ov «the country, buying 
a different line in every plao He is not coming to 
St. Louis to take his chances on three lines of goods 
because he knows he has an advantage here on the 
fourth. This is one of the evils of cut rates and 
rebates. Another is that the man at the other end 
of the line, the man who receives the goods, is not 
going to be convinced that he is not paying a 75 
cont rate when 75 cents is charged on the bill and 
collected of him. The country buyer will fre 
quertily lose sigh: of the difference be- 
tween wholesale and retail price if a cheap 
pate is thrust at him and it he is paying 8 cents 
from gt. Louis and 50 oats from some other point, 
the difference to him is 25 cents in favor of the 
other point regardless of price The St. Louis 
shipper may have a ent rebate, but as long as 
the receiver pays 75 cents, the rate is 7 cents to 
him. Tne merchants who are standing aloof from 
the Merchants’ Association because they make 
their own rates would do well to consider these

A 8t. Louis house having an order for fifty cars of 
goods to a point on the Little Rock and Fort Soott 
Roada few days since, was obliged to ship the 
goods, or at least forty-five cars of them,from Mem- 
phis, because rates from St. Louis were entirely out 
of line with those from other pointa. 

CARTHAGE AGAIN. 

Returning to Carthage, which isan ever fruitful 
source of complaint, the following communication 
written by the traveling salesman of a St. Louis 
house is of interest. His statement well accords 
with that of the wholesale grocer here who says 
that in many places he is obliged to sell at cost 
price, and in some at a loss to hoki  busi- 
ness: I am now and have been for four 
years selling goods in this territory (Southwest Mis 
souri and Southeast Kansas)“ writes the gentleman 
at Carthage. “and Iwell know chat to meet the 
prices of Kansas City, Chicago and New Orleans we 
have to give the railroads our profits. The uniform 
difference in the fourth-class ratefrom St. Louis 
and Chicago to all points on the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas, and Lexington and St. Louis divisions of 
the Missouri Pacific is 5c per hundred pounds, while 
to many points on the same roads the rate from 
New Orleans is less than from St. Louis, although 
the haul is three or four times as long. You will see 
dy the bills of lading inclosed that the car rate on 
sugar from New Orleans to Carthage is 40c, and the 
St. Louis rate is (40, while the rates 
on less than car load lots are 800 and 3810 from the 
two points respectively. This rate holds good at 
Carthage and Joplin, Mo., Aub aT oswrGgo, Kan.

the New Orieans car rate is 88 cents, St. Louis @

New Orleans rate 38 cents, St. Louis 40 centa. The 
local rate, New Orleans to Lamar and Fort Scott, 
is 4 cents; St. Louis the same. The difference 
between fourth class rates from St. Louis and from 
Kansas City is as follows: To Rich Hill, Butler and 
Pleasant Hill, 18 to 21 cents; Lamar, Mo., Fort 
Scott, Oswego and Chetopa, Kan.,15 cents; Car 
thage and J oplin, 21 cents; while at Sedalia and all 
the points named above, the difference is only 5 
cents, al though the hau! ia more than twice as long.

I have the very best of authority for saying 
that the jobbers tbere are getting sugar 
and coffees from New York on a 85-cent rate, while 
the rate on the same goods from St. Louis to 
Springfield is 40c ents. Ido not suppose that a bill 
of lading will show this, but a merchant's state- 
ment, ba cked up by the fact that sugars can always 
be bought there at 34 cent on the New York price, 
is good evidence.”

The Yellow Fever in Havana and the Chol- 
era in Spaln—- Number of Cases, 

New York, August 21.—The weekly report of the 
secretary of the National Board of Health,. which 
was received to-day by the Brooklyn Health Com- 
missioners, shows that according to the 
last consular report from Havana 
there were twenty-eight cases of 


yellow fever at that place for the week ending July 
30. There were up to tne same date 48,041 cases of 
caolera in Spain, and 21,846 deatas. Ine report 
says that it is probavie that the epidemic has pre- 
valled much more extensively tuan imdicated by 
these. figures. There were 648 cases of 
smail-pox in London during the last week in July. 


A FATAL WRECK. 


A Freight Train Farts and Collides—One 
Man Killed. 

Prrranond, August 21.—A Meadville, Pa., special 
says: Freight train No. 107, on the New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio Railroad was wrecked this morn- 
ing about 1 o'clock, two miles below Shenango, and 
Jack Berry, brakeman, of this city, almost instantly 
killed. Halley Thomas and Linde Sherred, brake- 
men, were badly injured. Seventeen cars were 
‘wrecked and the track torn up fora quarter of a 
mile. The accident was caused by the train parting 
and then coming together on a grade. 


SICK AND DESPONDENT., 


Suicide of Charles F. Bleven, £x-Chief Clerk 
of the New York Custom House. 

New Tonk, August 21.—Charies F. Neven, a

The Annexation of the Caroline

Manni, August 21.—The reply of Germany to 
Spain's protest in reference to the former's annexa- 
tion of the Caroline Islands has been received by 
the government here. It is couched in friendly 
terms and init the German Government offers to 
submit the claims of Spain te the Carolines toa 
fair examination. It is reported here that two 
Spanish war ships have occupied Yap, the chief 
land of the Caroline group. The feeling in 
Madrid against Germany, begause of her assump- 
tion of possession of these islands, is 80 bitter as to 
Gause alarm. At a meeting of the Geographical 
Society, lagt night, various members made 
speeches violently denouncing the action of Ger- 
many Their remarks were received with applause. 
bears were entertained that a hosthe demonstration 
will be made against the German Embassy, and in 
Consequence a body of policemen has been de- 
tailed to guard that building. 

A DEMONSTRATION AGAINST @SRMAFY. 

A patriotic demonstration against Germany be- 
cause of her action in connection with the Caro- 
line Islands will, it is expected, be made here next 

Sunday in most sections of the country, especially 
in the Southeru States. The Pacific States alone 
show no decrease. 

IRRITATION AGAINST GERMANY INCREASING. 

The irritation against Germany increases hourly. 
The official press is more indignant over the seizure 
of the Caroline Islands than the opposition press. 
The newspapers generally advocate reprisals. 
Count Von Solms Sonnewalde, the German 
Ambassador to Spain, now ahetains from 
attending the theatres and avoids the public prom- 
enades and places of amusement. It is semi- 
officially stated that the Government intends to 
rupture the commercial and diplomatic relations 
existing between Germany and Spain unless Ger- 
many abaudons her claims to the Carolines. 

SENOR CARVAJAL DENOUNCES GEAMANY. 

Signor Carvajal, in an address before the Spanish 
African Society to-day, denounced Germany for 
trespassing upon Spanish rights. The society has 
decided to reassemble and pass resolutions demand- 
lag that Spain take energetic action against 
Germany's occupation of tue Caroline Islands. 
Prince Bismark's reply to the Spanish protest is 
considered evasive and unsatisfactory, although he 
professes to be willing to submit Spain's claims to 
the examination of arbitrators.

The Cholera. 
ALARM IN THE CANARY ISLANDS. 

Maprip, August 21.—The excitement among the 
people of the Canary Islands, caused by a fear of 
cholera, amounts to a panic They now refuse to 
permit any persons from Spain to land. They made 
an exception in favor of the new Governor and ai- 
lowed him to come ashore, but received him with 
riotous demonstrations and threw stones at him. 
The local authorities have resigned and many of 
the peop e have fled to the interior in fear of the 
approach of the scourge. To-day soldiers occupy 
the streets and all the public buildings. 

Throughout Spain yesterday there were 5,104 new 
cases Of cholera and 1,644 deaths. During the twelve 
hours ending at midnigut last nicht fourteen new 
cases and nine deaths were reported in this city, 
and 117 new cases and forty-one deaths in the 
province outside of this city.

CLIFFORD LLOYD ON IRELAND. 

August I. — Mr. Clifford Lioya, 
who was special British magistrate in 
Ireland during the troublesome days when 
Earl Spencer was crushing out the Invincibles, pub- 
lishes in to-dav's Times an elaborate statement of 
what he designates “Ireland's Needs.” Among 
these he places, first, local self-government, which 
he advocates. He also favors the establishment of 
elective county boards and the transfer of the 
power of initiating improvements and financial 
arrangements from Government appointees to the 
direct representatives of the Irish people, whom he 
describes as the “recipients of the benefits 
and the supporters of the burdens of 
local legislation. The abolition of the 
whole system of Irish beaurocracy is strongly 
commended, and Mr. Lloyd thinks that Ireland 
should be incorporated asan integral part of the 
United Kingdom “from which the present viceroy- 
alty excludes it.“ The control of the courts of 
justige, the police and general taxation, Mr. Lloyd 
argues, should be kept in the hands of Parliament. 
He condemns home rule in the sense demanded by 
the Parnellites, and claims that its establishment 
in Ireland would result in civil war between Uister 
and the remainder of the copntry. 

THE TIMES’ COMMENTS. 

The Times, commenting on the whele subject, 
says that Lord Randolph Churchill's new regime, 
which involves the County Board scheme advocat- 
ed by Mr. Lloyd, would certainly bring about a 
conflict between the boards and the Dublin Castle 
Government in the event of the coutinuance of the 
latter. This being the inevitable outcome of the 
plan, the enemies of the Castle Government will, 
the paper says, urge the opportuneness of sweeping 
away the whole Dublin Castle establishment, the 
supporters of which must, therefore, quickly pre- 
pare some defense for its existence. What 
the defense can consist of the Times does 
not undertake to suggest, but it declares that 
the friends of Dublin Castle can hardly defend it 
from the charge of being a despotism. Besides.“ 
continues the Times, “Mr. Lloyd's accusation 
against the Castle implies that its despotism is of a 
kind which, when an exceptional occasion arises for 
tts exercise, necessarily proves incapable,’’ and 
this charge of incapacity, the Times declares, is the 
gravest of all the charges against which the de- 
fenders of Castle rule in Ireland have to defend 
themselves. 


The Rassiazs-Afghan Trouble. 
A COLLISION NARROWLY 4 VERTED. 

Lonpor, August 21.—A dispatch sent to-day from 
Meshed, Persia, near the Afghan frontier, to the 
Times, states that a collision between the Russian 
and Afghan posts nearly occurred on the 13th inst., 
at Karatepe, eighteen miles from Chamini-Baid. 
Some Russian troops, the dispateh saya, approached 
Karatepe and the Afghan troops there stood to 
theirarms. A Russian officer, when he saw this, 
ordered his troops to unsling their carbines and he 
was shot and severely wounded by the accidental 
discharge of one of the weapons. Before the exact 
nature of this accident was ascertained 
there was considerable excitement and confusion, 
which, however, subsided as soon as the truth 
was made known. The Afghans then detained the 
Russians until they received an order from Herat 
to let them go. During the detention the Afghans 
treated the wounded Russian officer with great 
kindness, bandaged his wound and sent him back 
to the Russian lines. A hurried investigation of 
the oocurrence was made on both sides. The Rus- 
sian commander exonerated the Afghans and 
promised that the troopers should not again advance 
beyond Chemini-Baid.

PRELILER STRANGLED. 


| Evidence that He Did Not Die Until 


Placed in the Trunk.

The Prosecution’s Side of the Case— 
What Will Be Proved by the State 
—Nothing Remaining but for Max- 
well to Explain—His Appearance in 
Court To-Day. 


a 


Walter H. Lennox Maxwell, the alleged mur- 
derer of C. Arthur Preller, was to have had a pre- 
liminary hearing in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion to-day, but as Acting Judge Fauntleroy is one 
of the deféndant's counsel, he could not, of course, 
sit in judgment onthe case, which was continued 
by consent until September 2, when Judge 
Noonan will be home. There was a 
littie more than the usual crowd in the 
court-room. All the seats in the auditorium were 
filled and probably two dozen persons were stand- 
ing. There were no ladies present except those 
who were witnesses in cases on the day’s docket. 
Maxwell was brought up out of the Jail at 11 a. m. 
He wore a black cut-away coat and a vest of French 
diagonal, tight pants of ribbed désign, embroidered 
slippers and a black silk skull cap. His linen was 
fresh, and a silk tie of mixed red and black, with 
hanging points, nearly covered his shirt front. 


He was not locked in the cage 
with the other prisoners, but was allowed to sit 
with his attorney and several Four Courts officials 
in the jury room. It was 1 p. m. when the deputy 
called name of Walter H. Lennox Maxwell and 
the jaunty little gentleman tripped out into the 
court-room following his attorney. A Deputy 
Sheriff pointed to a chair just vacated by a colored 
prisoner and 
MAXWELL SANK INTO IT. 

Every neck in the room was craned in his 
direction. Col. John L. Martin stepped to the bar 
and addressing the Judge, said: 

“As your Honoris interested in the defense of 
the case. I ask that it be continued until Judge 
Noonan returns.” 

“When will that be!“ the Court inquired. 

“September 1.“ Clerk Fitzgerald answered.

the man in jail, whether he be H. M. Brooks, W. H. 
L. Maxwell. Theodore Cecil D'Auquier, the curate 
Evans or anybody else the newspapers care to call 
him, has only one thing to do, and that is satisfac- 
torily explain the cause of Preller's death. There is 
no doubt in the world that e is responsiole for it. 
His own statement, supported by the right kind of

Tue billiard boy positively 
ideutified him as the man who played pool 
with Preiler:at the hotel on Easter Saturday. He 
has admi to Detective Tracy that he bought the 
field glasses at Aloe’s and tue flute and diamond 
ring, about tae latter of which he told suca tall 
stories, from Hess & Culbertson, the pawnbrokers, 
and he has not denied having plenty of money on 
Easter Monday, or that he made a display * his 
money.

Terrible Slashing Done by a Man 
Named Colson.

one Man May Die—Fight With the 
Police Officer—A Fracas in a Levee 
Saloon To-Daf. 


Shortly after noon to-day an excited individual 
rushed up to Officer W. B. Meyer, who was stand- 
ing on the corner of Main and Pine streets, and 
informed him that a deadly affray was 
in progress at John Colson's da- 
Joon, 306 South Levee. The officer 
hurried to tne place designated and when he ar- 
rived he found that a serious fracas was being 
actuaily enacted. Standing inthe middle of the 
barroom was a man with a large knife 
covered with blood in his hand. Lying on the floor 


were two men, both of whom were covered with 
blood. Taking inthe scene at a glance, Officer 
Meyer made a dash at Coison to disarm him before 
he would have time to go any more of his murder- 
ous work. Colson, however, was still desper- 
ate, aud when he saw the officer com- 
ing towards him, he made ready to receive him. 
Not in the least daunted, Officer Meyer — 
at uim. A desperate struggle eusue 
for the maste of the weapon, but Colson 
who is a powerful man succeeded in freeing his 
right arm aud plunged the knife into the officer's 
right cheek. Tue officer staggered back ald re- 
leased his hold. As he did so Colsou ran out a rear 
door into the yard. with the intention most prob- 
ably of making his escape. Officer eyer 
seeing the two wounded men lying on the floor, 
and not knowing but that the man, with wnom he 
had had such a desperate struggle. was a murderer, 
followed him out, aad just as Colson was 
climbing over the rear fence, raised his pistol 
and fired. The shot as was afterwards ascertained 
did not take effect, but it caused Colson neverthe- 
less to delay long enoughto enabie the officer to 
his hands on bim once more. In fleeing 
rom the saloon Colson had dropped his 
knife in the yard, and when Officer 
Meyer placed a pistoi at his head and told him toac 
if he aitempted to make the siightest resistance he 
would immediately fire, he became subinissive, and 
made no further attempt to escape. 
_ ‘THE SHOT FIRED 

b Officer Meyer attrac.ed Officer Me- 
Grath to the scene, and bota officers took hold of 
tne prisoner and took to the hoodium box, 
where the wagon was ielephoned for. Officer 
Meyer and his prisoner were then driven to the 
Chestaut Street Station, whiie Officer McGrath went 
back to the scene of tne i fracas 
He found the two men whom Colson had 
stabbed still ly on the bar-room floor, and sent 
word for the ispensary wagon. When the.r 
wounds were examived by Dr. Priest it was ascer- 
tained that one of thein, August 
Jung, was not severely wounded, nis 
the other whose name, Jung said, w.6 
Dan Ward, had received so many and serious stabs 
about the head and breast tbat his recovery is 
considered doubtful. He was seut to his bome, 
201 S. Second street. Young's wounds being at- 
tended to, he was able to tell the siory of tne at- 
fair. He says that they were all in the 
saloon drinking when a dispute arose, and Colson, 
as be became heated iu the discussion, grew so in- 
furiated that he whipped out his Kuife and began 
to slash at the others right and left. Young says 
also that there was another man named Frank 
Henry who took bart in tne quarrel 
and who also received several ugly cuts about the 
head and face. Officer McGrath found the knife 
with which Colsou bad done the bloody work, and 
turned it over to nt Wray of the Crestnut 
Street Station. cer Meyer was seen 
shortiy after be had lodged his 
prisover in jail, but was so weak from the loss 
of blood. that he wasscarcely able to talk. The

THERE are plenty of indications that this is 
to be an off year with both parties in Ohio, and 
there is no telling which will be most weakened 
by apathy or dissatisfaction in its own ranks.

Georgia's Anti-Bachelor Law. 

From the Savannah Times. 
There are a number of parties in Savannah who 
will feel a personal interest in the bill recently in- 
troduced in the Legislature by Mr. Connell of De- 
catur County, to tax old bachelors, and so we pre- 
sent the measure in full for their consideration, It 
is as follows: 

A bill to be entitled an act to prohibit the evil of too 
many old bachelors in the State of Georgia, and 
for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it evacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Georgia, now convened, that from 
and after the passage of this act all male inhabi- 
tants of this State who have arrived at the age of 
80 years, and who have never married, shall be 
taxed $2 50 per annum for the enjoyment of this 
unmarried state, and each year so long as they 
shall enjoy the enviable position in life of single 
blessedness. 

Sec. 2 Be it enacted by the authority aforesaid 
that the taxes so collected shall be appropriated to 
the school fund in the county where the old bach- 
elor paying said tax may reside, in order to pay the 
tuition of children wo have no fathers, and that 
said taxes shall be collected inthe same manner 
that poll-taxes are collected. 

Sec. 8. Beit further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid that any bachelor falling under the pro- 
visions of this act shail be relieved from this extra 
tax by marrying. And the good ladies of our 
good and grand old Commonwealth are hereby 
earnestly requested to join the reformers and 
moralists of the country in order to correct this 
most monstrous and ruinous evil which now stalks 
abroad in our Sunny South and would-be virtuous 
land. 

Sec. 4 repeals all conflicting laws.

We haye a natural 
pride in the glory and prosperity of St. Louis and 
would do anything reasonable to assist her, but 
when she cries aloud against the exactions of rail- 
roads we feel sorry but can't cry, and commend it 
to the forcible consolation once offered by Super- 
intendent A. A. Talmage to a shipper of this city 
who complained that the road was exacting too 
much. If you don't like our rates,“ remarked the 
urbane Talmage, carry your goods to Springfield 
in wagons.” Possibly St. Louis may profit by the 
advice.

The Striking Miners Determined—Causes 
of the Present Trouble, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch.

The arrangement was entered iato in good 
faith and successfully carried out until several 
weeks ago, when a death occurred. The deceased 
man was a trifle in debt in the store which is man- 
and contrelied in the interest of the company, 
aad to make it good it was posed to deduct the 
amount fromthe m ney to be paid to tee family.

This 
armor is used by nearly ail foreign powers, though 
it ip true it has never undergone the severe tests to 
which steel, wrought iron and compound plates 
have been subjected. 


THE EXPERIMENTS WITH PROJECTILES 
have not been less exnaustive than those with 
armor. In an exhaustive series of tests conducted 
at Shoeburyness in 1882 and 1888 it was found that 
forged steel shot, which gave such results 
against wrought iron armor was not so effective 
com also 
agai pound The 
remarkabie success which attended tae firing of a 
Whitworth steel sueli through twelve inches of 
wrought iron, the same projectile being used three 
times, has not been repeated when steel or com- 
pound armor was used. Shells are now being made 
of extraord length #0 as to carry large charges 
of nigh explosives, but it is a question now whether 
such a course would be of avail, and itis a matter of 
great doubt whether the explosion of such a shell in 
aw nt irom plate would do much damage. No 
means have been found as yet to prevent explosioa 
on impact, but if some way can be devised 
then the com projectile wili be loaded with 
heavy charges of nitro-gelatine and tne effect will 
be disastrous should the shell penerrate. The only 
question to be decided is whether we should use 
Hard armor, which cannot be penetrated, but can 
28 or soft armor, Wwhieu can be made of 
tthickness as to resist penetration. This 
problem bas been presented before, when it was a 
question of granite or earth works. Earth works 
were adopted and were made so thick that they 
couid not be penetrated. Chiled cast iron has the 
preference, but should the price of soft steel ap- 
proximate more closely to that of wrought iron, it 
will be the material selected for turrets.
